A Socialist** Meeting. 

Residents of this town who attended 
the meeting of the Socialists or proletar¬ 
ians, as they are pleasod to term them- 
selves, which was held in Dodd's Hall 
on Thursday night, were surprised to 
see a goblet of water on the platform 
table Instead of a keg of beer with a red 
flag fastened in the bung-hole. Sixteen 
resident proletarians, or Socialists, sign¬ 
ed the membership roll of the Sooialistlo- 
Labor party. They did not roll up their 
shirt sleeves and pierce their arms in 
order to procure blood with which to 
Inscribe their names. They simply used 

an ordinary pen and Ink and attached 
their names to a very ordinary piece of 
paper. The meeting of the proletarians 
was of an orderly character, and differed 
very little from the ordinary plutocratic 
meeting. Each proletarian sat with his 
hat on, and If he felt so disposed lighted 
bis pipe or a cigar, and at intervals 
throughout the discuseiou refreshed him¬ 
self with a short nap. 

Herr Balkara of New York city ad¬ 
dressed the assemblage In English. 
He laid great stress on the fact that 
they were not Anarchists, but proletar¬ 
ians, which word be said Horace Greeley 
defined as designating a man who had 
nothing between him and starvation but 
his day s wages. He rfpoke of the irre¬ 
pressible conflict between the plutocrats 
and the proletarians, In which the Utter 
were being driven to the wall and ap¬ 
proaching a condition more deplorable 
than that of slaves. He declared that 
neither the Republican or Democratic 
party could be depended upon to legis- 
Ute in the interest of working men. He 
alleged that the taxes collected in New 
York city, Instead of being applied to 
the building of nehoolhouses to accom¬ 
modate the 35,000 children In the city 
whom the present schoolhousee could 
not accommodate, were being used in 
building armorys or bastlles in order 
that the plutocrats could array their 
minions against the proletarian in the 
event of his murmuring against cruel 
oppression. 

A stout German from Newark was the 
second speaker. He spoke with great 
animation and rung the changes on the 
words capitalist and arbiter. The at¬ 
tendance was sbout thirty-five, of whom 
at least twenty-five were Germans. 

A general conversation ensued at the 
conclusion of the addresses and the 
sentiment of the speakers met with 
general approval. One young man, who 
bids fair to develop into an agitator of 
the first order, declared that the consti¬ 
tution of these United States had never 
been obeyed from its inclplency, as 
Washington had violated it by owning 
slaves. 1
